compuny holding a provinelal charter and whose stock the Saskatchewan 
local Government Board will not permit being offered for sate, has only to 
obtain Dominion incorporation at Ottuwn to defy the Saskatchewan

I il be reealled that much the same situation existed when the 
Trocinces first adopted prohibitory liquor laws, The Provinces could and dtd 
prohibit the retail sale of Hauer, but they were  powerles to stop its 
nuinutacture within their boundaries, and equally powerless fo prevent it 
being brought into the provinee from other provinces or foreign countries, 
becuuse this would be to interfere with trade ang Comuuerce whieh come 
solely within Pederal jurisdtetion Publie opinion, however, became so

The Different Methods Followed for 
Eradication 

The prevalence of weeds is a great 
drawback to farmers throughout the 
country. They rob the soil of plant 
food and of moisture, thus increas: 
ing the effects of drought by taking 
up waler from the soil and wasting 
it by evaporation. Being hardier, 


, and, as a rule more profific than the 


useful plants, they crowd them out. 
They increase the cost of every farm 
operation and cause depreciation in 
the market value of crops, ang their 
eradication is costly in labor, time 
and machinery. It therfore behooves 
every farmer to get as much know- 
ledge as he can of the nature of ihe 
weeds with which he has to contend, 
the ways in wlich they are spread, 
how to pretect himself against 
them, All this information may 
found in a bulletin of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture
